Summer has arrived with a vengeance. 
In New \o r k City, where tarted streets 
bubble from the heat and thousands of 
buildings of cem ent, steel and glass reflect 
and m agnify the sun s m ighty glory, 
summertime is when I get m ost homesick for 
Central Texas. 
AH, FOR THE DAYS of swinging on the 
vine rope over the San Gabriel River, for 
time to “hang out” , complaining with other 
kids that there is absolutely nothing to do, 
for the delights of growing up with com ­ 
patriots who shared an alm ost tribal bond — 
whose rom ances, disappointm ents and 
adventures were chronicaled with almost 
familial affection. 
Summer in Williamson County is a host of 
vivid m em ories: floating in tubes down the 
Gabriel, swim parties, sum m ertim e jobs 
with their unaccustomed long hours, clim ­ 
bing and falling out of trees, Girl Scout 
camp — the worst experience of my life. 
In the city, only the memory persists. 
* * * * 


One som etim es forgets that New York is 
a harbor town Not too far away, some two 
hours on the Long Island Expressway, is a 
little village called Sag Harbor, which for a 
short time during the 16th century was the 
largest port on the Eastern Seaboard It was 
a major com m ercial center for the whaling 
industry. 
THE WHALES are long gone, but Sag 
Harbor remains, very little changed and 
snug in its niche on the bay side of Long 
Island. The whaling giants built som e of the 
finest homes on the East Coast in Sag Har­ 
bor, and they are still the heart of the town, 
along with numerous New England salt­ 
boxes. 
The place is a town, not a sum m er resort 
While Sag Harbor enjoys a healthy business 
in summer people, it doesn’t depend on 
them — nor has it changed for them Its 
livelihood is still fishing. The beautiful 
towns along the Atlantic Ocean, just a few 
miles away, fold up and die in wintertime. 
For the last two sum m ers. I have spent 
some time in Sag Harbor. Although it is 
pure New England, it strongly reminds me 
of Port Aransas, Texas, where my grand­ 
parents used to own property and spend 
summers. The old Port Aransas, that is 
That of sand and shell roads, a riot of 
oleander bushes, the fisherm en's substan­ 
tial but modest cottages, with enormous 
screened porches, angled to let the sea 
breeze in. 
TWO YEARS AGO I took the ferry into 
Port Aransas for a quick visit. The once 
peaceful beach was stripped of its dune 
cover and lined, m ile upon m ile, with bleak 
houses on stilts, waiting for a hurricane to 
come and wipe them out. I drove by my 
grandparents' cottage, which had been sold 
a few years before. The new owners had 
painted the white frame house flaming hot 
pink and had boarded up the porch For 
cooling, there was an air conditioner in 
every window 
Some change is for the good, but not that 
one Port Aransas could learn a lesson from 
Sag Harbor 


The bill to prevent construction shut­ 
downs on the two Williamson County dams 
was introduced by Senator Lloyd Bentsen

“ A $60 million increase in the authoriza­ 
tion was included in the Omnibus Rivers 
and Harbors Bill which passed the Senate 
earlier this year,’’ Bentsen said in remarks 


to the Senate. “ Unfortunately, that bill is 
now being delayed in the House by a dispute 
over another issue. It is now apparent that 
legislation will not be disposed of before the 
August recess.” 


Construction work on the Granger Lake 
and Dam would have been shut down within 
the next week aik! work on the North Fork 
Dam and Lake wodlc^lave likely ceased by 
mid-September, according to Bentsen. 


Had immediate relief not been forthcom­ 
ing, Bentsen indicated, the contractors on 
the projects would have had to lay off their 
work crews and costs of the final projects 
would have greatly jn< r 
ed 
H ow ever, 
because of the work 
by 
Bentsen, Poage and Pickle, the measure did 
pass easily and the ultimate result should be 


to save taxpayers in Williamson County 
several million dollars It also assures that 
the two projects will be completed much 
earlier than would have been possible if 
they had been shut down 
Construction on the North Fork Dam has 
proceeded swiftly, being alm ost a year 
ahead of schedule, and the Granger Dam is 
currently about six months ahead of the 
target date, 
The projected completion date for the 
North Fork project now stands at early 
summ er of 1978 with the Granger Durn to bv 
completed by January of 1979 Both projects 
began in 1970 with the allocation of $4 
million 
Recent estim ates place the cost of Un- 
North Fork project at just over $11 million 
and the Granger Dam at about $57 million

low class" to 
the word “ pedestrian” by influencing high­ 
way and city planners to provide pleasant 
pathways and safe crossings In Britain, the 
10,000-member Ramblers Association pro­ 
claims ‘ The right to walk for pleasure is 
rn jeopardy rn many parts of the kingdom ” 
I zing on exercise and easy on gasoline, 
walking may soon set a stronger pace with 
a health and energy-conscious America, as 
a natural next step to a jogging craze, bi­ 
cycle boom, and mama for wilderness hik­ 
ing 
Still, above the din of wheels and the 
fumes of V-8s, walkers only have their 
cause on its feet and not off and running 
yet After one year, the Walking Association 


has only 77 members, “from all walks of 
life ” (“Walkers are loners," explains Dr 
Sleight ) 
Police often stop people out on a stroll In 
car-oriented suburbs, regarding such behav­ 
ior as suspicious During 1971, Washington 
police ticketed about 7.000 pedestrians for 
jaywalking; only 243 tickets went to motor­ 
ists 
who violated 
pedestrian 
crosswalk 
regulations 
One-fifth of people lolled in 
traffic are pedestrians 
In the past two years the nation has been 
switching to a universal right-tum on red 
lights for cars, placing pedestrians in fur­ 
ther jeopardy Known as “the people who 
walk," some walkers complain of being 
called oddballs or underdogs. 
Most people are not aware of how fast 
they cover distances by foot, Dr. Sleight 
finds 
Men average 4 2 feet per second, 
compared with a woman’s average 3 7 feet. 
Avoidance of walking can result in such be­ 
havior as motorists hunting IO minutes 
around shopping malls for a parking space 
close enough to save two minutes of walk­ 
ing 
To lure people out of their cars and onto 
their feet, Dr Sleight’s tenderfoot associ­ 
ation is campaigning for pro-pedestrian pol­ 
icies in government planning. “ People who 
walk together talk together," he points out.

the wind, water and 
sun — heavier clothing in the winter and a com­ 
mon realization that less energy* must be used 
are going to make a tremendous change in the 
sum total of oil and gas Consumed in this country, 
There’s no other way. we believe, other than a 
war to take over the resources of oil-rich nations 
and few people would opt for that solution 
un­ 
less our circumstances were dire indeed

White says he’s ‘‘generally inclined" to make 
the race — but it will come as a considerable sur­ 
prise if he does anything else. 
There is, at this point anyway, one major 
barrier between White and his ambition, in the 
form of Price Daniel, Jr., of Liberty. 
DANIEL HAS INDICATED his intention to 
seek the attorney general’s post — sending out 
letters indicating his plans to make a formal an­ 
nouncement shortly. 
That comes as no surprise to White — who says 
several of the letters have been sent to him. 
Daniel claims, on the basis of polls he’s had 
taken, to have the advantage of White in the race 
— due to greater name recognition, thanks to his 
prominence as a Speaker of the House of 
R ep resen tativ es (and his g u b ern ato rial 
namesake). 
That apparently doesn’t bother White, who 
feels he has as good a chance as Daniel of win­ 
ning support and endorsement for various 
segments of the electorate. 
Name identification and money (ever the 
sinews of political warfare) are likely to be ma­ 
jor factors for the two men, since the issues rais­ 
ed by both are likely to be fairly similar. 
Daniel is likely to carry a whiff of liberalism 
about him into the race; White is likely to carry a 
mildly conservative tag, thanks to his association 
with Gov. Dolph Briscoe. 
White says he’s talked with Briscoe about mak­ 
ing the race. And what did the governor advise7 
THAT BRISCOE WOULDN’T advise anyone to 
undertake a statewide race, White answers. 
It s a “ very tough undertaking,” Briscoe ad­ 
vised, White says. 
But White makes it clear that hasn’t discourag­ 
ed him from wanting to make the race, saying 
he’d like to be in every county and meet all the 
folks he can 
White discounts any notion that Briscoe will be 
pushing him as his’’ candidate, saying support 
can’t be transferred that way — and that there’s 
no way two politicians' campaigns will ever com­ 
pletely coincide. 
HE WOULD, HE SAYS, expect more support 
from Briscoe supporters than he anticipates go­ 
ing to his opponent. 
Still, White stresses, he’s his own man: “ I have 
a record I’m pleased to run on. . . I think 
leadership in the office is an important issue." 
Part of that record, White says, is his role as 
an assistant attorney general in dealing with con­ 
sum er frauds and white collar crim e — 
something he would plan to stress if he becomes 
attorney general.

Horticulture 
Notes

With all the hot dry 
weather you probably are 
wondering how your plants 
are going to make it into the 
fall Your water bill may be 
approaching the amount you 
pay 
for 
e le c t r ic it y . 
Nonetheless it is time to 
plant your fall garden 
You might find it difficult 
in some years to plow up 
your spring garden to make 
room for the fall planting, 
but most of our plants this 
year are looking pretty ragg­ 
ed after successive days in 
IOO degree temperatures 
Crops requiring a long time 
t ill m a tu rity such as 
watermelon, canteloupe, 
snap pole beans, brussel 
sprouts, cauliflower, sweet 
corn , 
Ir is h 
potatoes, 
pumpkins and winter squash 
should be planted this week 
Others that can be planted 
in the next 2 weeks include 
lima polebeans, broccoli, 
cabbage, carrots, Swiss 
chard, kale, eggplant, 
kohlrabi, 
lettu ce, 
and 
tomatoes. For recommen­ 
dations on varieties contact 
the County Extension Ser­ 
vice. 


FA LL 
G ARDENS are 
usually more successful than 
spring gardens. Most seeds 
germinate and grow better 
in a warm soil and fruit 
better in cool weather. This 
fits the description of late 
summer and fail weather 
conditions. In the spring 
plants start slow and by the 
time they are producing well 
hot weather hits and places 
the fruiting plants in stress. 
Cool weather plants that 
produce our leafy crops 
simply wilt, stop growing 
and bolt into seed produc­ 
tion. 
Broccoli and cauliflower 
develop much better in the 
cool fall weather Carrots, 
cabbage, brussel sprouts and 
collard greens produce well 
into the winter Lettuce will 
develop much larger heads 
and won t produce seed as 
quickly as it does in the spr­ 
ing. 
One major concern of 
growing fall crops is getting 
the cool season plants off to 
a good start in these high 
temperatures. A good way to 
overcome this problem is to 
transplant seedlings already- 
started into the garden 
However, this transplanting 
is not always the easiest 
answer. 


PROTECTION from high 
soil temperatures and hot, 
dry winds can be provided 
with a little care Start by 
bedding loose soil 
This 
raises the plants off the sur­ 
rounding level to guard 
against 
wet" soils during 
the fall ra in s 
It also 
provides a loose soil to 
which new plants can more 
easily adapt 
Next make furrow V ’ to 
I" deep for most seeds with 
a hoe handle or stick Apply 


water into this furrow, wet­ 
ting to a depth of 2 or 3 in­ 
ches. 


Drop your seeds in this 
furrow 
Always use more 
seed than you actually need 
for a full stand You will thin 
the plants later that would 
cause crowding 
By doing 
this you will assure germina­ 
tion of enough seed to fill 
your rows. Soaking the seed 
in water overnight will help 
in seed germination 


After placing your seed in 
the furrows instead of cover­ 
ing with garden soil use a 
compost, potting soil, peat 
mossor vermiculite. This 
material will prevent soil 
crusting and poor aeration 
The light colored v e r­ 
miculite will also lower the 
temperature somewhat Do 
not allow the soil to dry out 
Water should be applied as 
needed 


ONCE THE PLANTS have 
emerged protective shade on 
the west side can be used to 
protect the plants from the 
long hot afternoon sun 
Anything such as a board, 
cardboard or suspended 
shade cloth can be used for 
this purpose 


When the plants reach an 
inch or two tall they should 
be thinned to the proper 
spacing By this stage under 
proper moisture conditions 
the plants should become 
well established and become 
productive. 


Don't be afraid to plant 
now because if you wait it 
will be too late Fall gardens 
are one pleasure that every 
Texan should enjoy Happy 
gardening.

Maize harvest is almost

plows ready to plow their 
terraces up. 
This is time consuming but 
the stalks must be plowed 
out anyway so why not plow 
the rows on the terraces 
with a disc plow and build 
the terraces back to an 
effective height 


L a c k 
of 
t e r r a c e 
maintenance is one of the 
biggest single conservation 
problems in the Blackland 
When terraces are new they 
are only designed to c^rry 
water from,the biggest rain 
that could be expected in a 
IO year period 


After a few years of 
cultivation they cannot be 
expected to carry the water 
from even a I year frequen­ 
cy. Terraces should be plow­ 
ed up with a disc plow as 
soon as the orops are out and 
then left alone until after the 


heavy fall rains have passed 
SCS personnel will be hap­ 
py to check terraces for 
anyone who might be in 
doubt as to whether theirs 
will carry the water ex­ 
pected of them

Offshore Energy Development 


W A S H IN G T O N — Senate action on legislation to amend 
leasing procedures on the Outer Continental Shelf has 
dealt a severe setback to this Nation's efforts to become 
energy self-sufficient. 
If signed into law by the President, the legislation could 
well be a death blow. 
At issue in the recent Senate vote were amendments to 
the Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act of 1953, the law 
which established the leasing structure for the develop­ 
ment of oil and gas in federal offshore regions. This law 
provides the basic framework and authority to lease and 
develop federal offshore fields, and the record of explora­ 
tion and production under the Act is impressive. 
Not only was the 1953 law a flexible document, with 
adaptations to reflect changes in technology and the times, 
but it permitted adequate environmental safeguards and 
allowed states to become equal partners in decisions af­ 
fecting their coastlines and economies. 
In short, the 1953 law worked well because it was both 
simple and comprehensive, balancing legitimate state in­ 
terests with the national need to develop publicly owned 
resources. 
The Senate action removed most of that flexibility, re­ 
placing it with rigid new federal regulations that promise 
only to complicate leasing procedures and to create count­ 
less opportunities for obstructionist lawsuits Red tape in­ 
evitably will result and precious time will he lost in bring­ 
ing in new wells that already require as much as eight 
years lead time. 
At a time when every effort should he made to increase 
production of our own resources further regulation of the 
industry only assures our continued dependence on foreign 
energy sources, 


M ore alarming, however, than the increased regulation 
of the oil industry, is the degree to which the Federal 
government with this legislation has deepened its involve­ 
ment in the energy business. 
One amendment the Senate adopted directs the President 
to conduct a continuing investigation to determine the 
availability of all oil and gas produced or located in the 
United States. ( learly, the Federal government would 
have vast and unprecedented powers to make assessments 
of energy availability anywhere in the country— on Fed­ 
eral lands, state-owned lands, and private lands, both on­ 
shore and offshore. 


Under this provision, the government could, if it deemed 
such action necessary, enter upon privately owned prop­ 
erty, and then drill exploratory wells to determine the 
existence and extent of oil and gas reserves. 
This and other amendments to the 1953 law raise not 
only the specter but the near reality of a Federal govern­ 
ment agency which could conduct all oil and gas explora­ 
tion and production in the United States. 
An enormous Federal program of this nature would pro­ 
vide little new information on national energy reserves, 
despite its sponsors’ claims, hut would bring us much 
closer to the time when the Federal government will at­ 
tempt to take over all private energy development in this 
country. The cost of such a Federal endeavor to the 
American taxpayer would he untold billions. 
In few instances has Congress demonstrated more clear- 
ly its misunderstanding of this country’s energy dilemma. 
Ciovernment’s long history of intervention into the energy 
business has been a principal contributor to our growing 
dependence on foreign sources. W e cannot expect to lessen 
that dependence with measures making a bad situation 
worse.

crops mature as the days 
begin to get cooler. The big 
problem is getting the seed 
to germinate during hot 
weather Soak the seed over- 
n>ght and w a te r seed 
furrows before 
planting 
Then cover the seed with a 
Lght layer of compost, pot- 
-ing soil or vermiculite. 
Protect young seedlings 
from the sun with boards or 
a draped cloth
